Hy ng, at least, was no longer a 
mere cattle thief, but a personage, even a4 
presidential possibility, though the mere 
suggestion of it until some weeks later made 
the profeesiona) administration men and 
timeservers in the capital laugh with scorn- 
ful contempt. 

At last the invading host from. the west 
reached La Victoria, a mountain pass which 
is generally regarded as the key to the pos- 
session of the capital. There Castro found 
Gen. Mendoza strongly intrenched and imme- 
diately followed his example. 

Mendoza on the Scene. 

Don Luciano Mendoza, who now appears 
on the scene, was quite a character in Vene- 
zuelan politics and widely known as the in- 
troducer of presidents. He was a grizzied, 
venal old warhorse whose boast was that he 
would stay bought as long as there was any 
sense in so doing or anything to be gained 
by it. When he saw he could not tempt Cas- 
tro out of his works Don Luciano charged 


He had expefted to make this desperate 
attack assisted to some extent at least by a 
heavy cannonading from all his guns, which 
he hag placed under the command of young 
Alcantara, who, I regret to have to say it, had 
been admitted to our military sohool at West 
Point in 1696 as the son of a former presi- 
dent of the republic and studied there some 
years, even if he did not graduate. These 
educational advantages, of course, gave Al- 
cantaro great prestige among the rough and 
ready straw sandaled soldiers of Venezuela, 
but he tarnished it and proved altogether 
unworthy of his alma mater this day. 
on Castro Disastrous. 

Don Luciano made his driving charge upon 
the breastworks of Castro’s men, but to 
his amazement not a gun supported him. 
Thirty per cent of his infantry never came 
beck from the intrenchments, which they 
failed to carry. 

But Don Luciano came back out of the fray 
without serious wounds and his eye to the 
main chance widely opened. He sent a mes- 


pliments and an expression of his respectful 
homege and admiration to Alcantaro, who 
now appeared on the other side of the battle- 
fleld with his guns going into battery behind 
Castro's lines. 

That evening the generale met between 
their respective lines and a conference was 
held which soon lost all semblance of for- 
mality. It warmed up into a banquet if it 
did not degenerate into a wild carouse, as 
many assert. In the morning, however, Don 
Luciano showed that he at least had kept 
a fairly cool head upon his shoulders. 

To begin. with he declared an armistice, 
and soon the soldiers of Andrade, who did 
not love their formal and precise chief, who 
shunned their camp, were fraternizing with 
the cattlemen from the west as their chiefs 
had done the night before. Then Don Lu- 
clamo sent a telegram to his chief: 

„The voice of the people which I, too, must 
heed as a patriotic Venezuelan, has pro- 
nounced against your excellency,“ he wrote. 


New Ruler First Thought a Joke. 
Castro's advent to power was for a few 
daye reported by the military junta, who 
had brought forward one whom they regard- 
ed as an unsophisticated savage from the 
Andes, as a huge joke. No one thought ine 
cattleman would stay in power a month. The 
general expectancy was perhaps best voiced 
by the departing president, Andrade, who 
returned the gunboat to Castro from Trini- 
dad with the friendly advice to have its 
seams calked and its engines overhauled 
against the day of his own need. 

As a matter of fact, a. few days, or at most 
weeks, sufficed to make it plain to any but 
the most dense, that in pushing forward into 
prominence the man from the Colombian 
border the plotters and plunderers of the 
capital had brought to light one of the ablest 
and most unscrupulous of the many banditt{ 
that Venezuelan politics has ever produced, 
and one by one they have long since paid 
the penalty of their imprudence. 

The men of the junta, the profeselonale of 
the corrupt capital, were soon lodged not in 
comfortable offices but in damp cells of in- 
famous dungeons. Only Acantara and Don 
Luciano of all the men of the past régime 
eontinued to bask in the sunlight from the 
throne. 
New Faces in the Capital. 

For the most part Castro surrounded him- 
self with new men from the standpoint of the 
capital, though they were old cronies and 
compadres of his from the Andes, with a few 
other stray adventurers, such as another 
Mendoza, not to be confounded with Don 
Luciano, who had ‘obliged him with a mule 
at a certain critical stage in his adventur- 
ous ride and who was rewarded with the 
treasury portfolio, and the stout barber of 
Valencia, a breezy gossip who for six years 
until apoplexy took him off presided with 
great dignity and some knowledge of intoxi- 
eante over the president's military house. 

Once he had been proclaimed constitu- 

tional president and had filled the prisons 
with such men as he feared might prove 
formidable, Castro cast the cares of office to 
the winds and set about enjoying himself 
and drinking to the dregs the debauchery 
and the dissipation which Caracas offers to 
the frontiereman. 
_ Perhepe the dictator's private life is suffi. 
ciently well known, and I will merely say 
before passing on to the political side of the 
picture that the feudal lords of old claimed 
Lover the bodies and the souls of their serfs 
no right which Castro did not exercise daily 
over the unfortunate men and women of the 
Venesuelan capital.

SIX BLAZE FIGHTERS HURT. 


Department Hes Another Busy Day 
nnen. 


Chief Horan's brigade of fire fighters had 
another strenuous twenty-four hours ending 
last midnight, the number of alarms for the 
day being close to seventy-five. 

On the previous day the department was 
called out to fight 100 fires in atmosphere 
below sero, but the temperature was mod- 
erated somewhat yesterday and Horan’s men 
were in better shape to cope with their old 
enemy. 

Still, it was extremely cold, as thousands 
of persone who watched companies of fire- 
men battle with the flames can testify. 

The most serious fire of the day occurred at 
8 0’clock p. m. in the Progress Knitting com- 
pany’s establishment, 812 Fifth avenue. In 
responding to the alarm fire insurance patrol 
No. 3, one of the automobile make, collided 
with a large touring car at Thirteenth street 
and Michigan avenue. The touring car be- 
longed to Warren McArthur, 4852 Kenwood 
avenue, and his chauffeur, Ernest Freese, 
was driving it. 

Six firemen. were in the Insurance patrol 
vehicle, which was tearing north in Michigan 
avenue at a speed of thirty miles an hour. 
Two of the firemen were seriously injured 
and the others bruised and cut.

The punishment of the six first named de- 
fendants was left to the court, and may be 
death or life imprisonment. 

Sentence of Death Awaits Six. 

The defense filed a motion for a new trial, 
which was set for hearing Saturday and 
which will be overruled, as indicated by the 
court. Sentence will be pronounced Satur- 
day. It is understood that the court will sen- 
tence the six first named defendants to death. 

The jury had been out since 2 p. m., but be- 
cause of the illness of Juror Rosson bad not 
been able to consult until 6 p. m. 

Court was convened at 8 p. m. and the jury 
sent word that it would be able té report 
shortly. The minutes passed and at 8:45

Story of the Riders’ Crime.

Instant- 
ly @ fusillade came, most of the riders, how- 
ever, shooting into the air. 

Taylor crouched to his knees, waited until 
the gune were empty, then jumped into the 
waters of the slough. Instantly the firing 
was renewed. Taylor dived, but heard the 
bullets striking the water. He swam under 
water to a big log. For two hours he lay 
in the water, grasping the log. and when all 
sounds had ‘ceased he swam: to the opposite 
bank and took to the woods.

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FEARS QUAKE DANGER HERE 


C. D. Norton Declares Skyscrap- 
ers Overload Earth's Crust. 


Urges Construction of Harbor Five 
Miles Into Lake Michigan. 


Speakers at the Chicago Architectural club 
banquet in the Auditorium hotel last night 
cri building methods which en- 
couraged. the erection of skyscrapers on 
twenty feot lots, and pointed out the danger 
from such overcrowding if ever there is a 
slight quiver of the earth. 

Charles D. Norton held the most advanced 
ideas, but the applause which greeted his 
remarks indicated they met with the ap- 
proval of the asseniblage. As a means of 
overcoming the present congested traffic he 
advocated the construction of a harbor ex- 
tending five miles out in the lake, which idea 
was also agreeably accepted. 

Mr. Norton referred to the San Francisco, 
Italian, and other earthquakes and then said: 

It ever there should be a slight quiver 
under the crust of Chicago on a busy day 
the streets could not withstand the impact, 
and a terrible catastrophe would result. This 
is because landowners, architects, and build- 
ers are using every inch of space to save and 
make money. The desire to construct sky- 
scrapers on twenty-foot lots is constantly 
growing, but the architects, knowing the 
danger of such overloading should use ex- 
traordinary precaution in their work. 


For a Great Lake Harbor. 

“This country is second only to France in 
encouraging architects and showing its es- 
teem. Chicago's traffic and transportation 
problem will be solved only by the building 
of a barbor away out in the lake. It can be 
done easily, as the water five miles out is 
only forty to fifty feet deep. There is ample 
spolls in the city to make the land by driving 
piles, but the only drawback is the question 
of the city’s right to control the harbor. It 
would preserve Chicago's great shore line. 
It's a shame to construct 100 foot bridges 
across a river which ought to have a 200 foot 
channel.” T 

Attorney Walter L. Fisher discussed the 
conservation of natural resources, and stated 
that one of the worst phases of our statutes is 
one regarding land grants. 

„For a few dollars the government will 
sell an acre of land, and the new owner, in 
cultivating the property, cuts, burns, or 
otherwise wastes the trees,” heseid “ We 
ought to create a sentiment that will com- 
pel congress to preserve the forests. The 
railroads are not able and never will be able 
to take care of traffic, and we heve got to 
look toward our waterways and, build them 
up.

Praises Beauties of Chicago. 

Dwight H. Perkins, architect for the board 
of education, found fault with those always 
discussing the beauties of other cities without 
ever a kind word for their own.

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SPIES MIX IN REBATE CASE 


Both Government and Packers 
Keep Detectives on the Move. 


EMPLOYES OF FIRM TRAILED 
District Attorney Sims Confident of 
Convicting Morris & Co. 


A merry contest between detectives em- 
ployed by Morris & Co.'s attorneys and gov- 
ernment secret service men was waged yes- 
terday in the federal building and adjacent 
territory. Spies of the packers sought to 
find out what the government officials. were 
doing and the government's sercet service 
men tried to find out how much the packers 
knew and what they were doing to offset: 
the federal investigation. 

„Tom McGuire of McGuire 4 White's 
detective agency was observed in the federal 
building, but he said he was there on other 
business. One man was ejected from the 
main floor of the building after he had been 
seen loitering around the elevators all day. 
Police were sent for at one time to drive 
spies disguised as laborers away from the 
grand jury room entrance, but the police 
found that these laborers were government 
slueths. 

When the packers were accused of sending 
these detectivés Into the lairs of the govern- 
ment they in turn accused the government 
officials of sending men to watch the offices 
of the National Packing company in the 
Rookery building. 

Spies Follow Two Witnesses. 

Two witnesses before the grand jury—H. 
C. Dewling and H. A. Timmins, employés 
of Morris & Co.—were traced to the office of 
M. W. Borders, one of the attorneys for the 
firm under fire.. Meanwhile District Attor- 
ney Sims and his two star assistants, James 
H. Wilkerson and Robert W. Childs, were 
more confident than ever that results of 
magnitude would follow the work. 

Nine new witnesses were subpeenaed. 
They are Morris & Co.“ department men, 
such as bookkeepers, accountants, and 
clerks... Their names are Stephen Linting, 
H. H. Loomis, Joseph T. Sumner, E. H. 
Blocksom, John Berry, Thomas Hoopes, H. 
E. Miller, W. H. Salisbury, and Fred G. Cure. 

Timmins and Dowling were the only wit- 
nesses on the stand during the day. F. H. 
Spink will be recalled to testify concerning 
the methods of the National Packing com- 
pany. Timmine has been the hardest wit- 
ness Mr. Wilkerson and Mr. Childs have had 
to deal with. He became more communi- 
eative after a severe grilling by Mr. Wilker- 
son and a lecture on the powers of the grand 
jury in compelling 4& witness to teatify. His 
testimony has clinched an important series 
of claims transactions. He told of the method 
of making out invoices of goods shipped from 
Kansas City east and how the profits of the 
Kansas City and Chicago plants are charged 
into the final bill rendered in claims. 


Railroads Show Their Books. 

H. B. Belt, freight claim agent for the 
Chicago and Alton railroad, called upon 
Mr. Sims in reference to certain bookeof the 
road that the government has asked for. 
The readiness with which the railroads have 
thrown open their books to Mr. Sims has 
helped him greatly in the investigation. He 
expects to prove all the manipulations 
charged by checking up the books of Morris 
& Co, with the claim documents. 
P. J. Cary, attorney for the New York Cen- 
tran lines, also took documents to the dis- 
trict attorney's office. 

Mr. Sims wae esked if the investigation 
might be expected to extend to any of the 
other packing houses soon. He said he 
could not hazard even a guess in this direc- 
tion, but so far only Morris & Co. witnesses 
had been summoned. 

Attorney Borders yawned and looked weary 
when asked what he thought about the in- 
vestigation. 

“It is the great American four flush,’’ he 
said. I do not know what the government 
is after, and I am not worried about k, for 
Morris & Co. could do nothing wrong.“

No Statement Issued to Explain How 
Oak Park Woman Eluded Nurse. 


health resort at Winnetka early Wednesday 
morning. was found floating in Lake Michi- 
gan yesterday at. Evanston by Gerry A. 
Wadsworth, assistant engineer at the Ev- 
anston water works. When taken from the 
icy water the body, which wae frozen, was 
protected by nothing more than a thin night - 
dress and a light cloak. E. W. McCready. a 
brother-in-law of the dead woman, identified 
the body. | 

Mre. McCready, who had been ill with 
nervous prostration, went to the sanitarium 
on Tuesday, having recently returned from 
California, where she spent the summer and 
fall trying to regain her health. About 4 
o'clock Wednesday morning she left the san- 
itarium and either fell or jumped into the 
lake. Searching parties were organized at 
once and spent two days looking for her. 


Nurse in Room with Her. 

My sister had a nurse in the room with 
her,” said John Blades, a brother of Mrs. 
McCready. “She did not jump from a win- 
dow of her room on the second floor, but 
passed through a hallway and then jumped 
out of a window. The night attendant did 
not discover my sister's absence. It was the 
special nurse who made the discovery. 

“Thie nurse,” continued Mr. Blades, 
“awoke and found the bed empty and gave 
‘the alarm.“ 

No statement concerning how Mrs. Mc- 


has been given out at the sanitarium. 

In discussing the cause-of his sister's death 
Mr. Blades said: She must have been 
suffering from temporary insanity. For 
three years she had been afflicted with a 
nervous malady and at times her suffering 
was intense. I have never known her to 
becémé violent nor express an intention of 
committing suicide.”’ 

Plain negligence on the part of the special 
nurse at the health resort is thought by Mrs. 
McCready’s husband to have been the cause 
of the tragedy. ‘*‘ I had the care of Mrs. Mo- 
Cready for a long while and no accident had 
ever happened to her when she was suffering 
from periods of unusual nervousness,” said 
Mr. McCready. “ I was paying for the serv- 
ices of a special nurse to care for her, and the 
faet»that seventeen hours after she Was 
placed at the resort she wandered certainly 
proclaims the fact that some one failed to do 
his or her duty,” 


Parents and Sister Collapse. 

Mrs. McCready’s father and mother, Mr.

It was 
disclosed that William H. Havill, who is 
serving the city without: pay as head of the 
examining board, has been specially active in 
collecting contributions from the manufac- 
turers of stereopticon supplies. | 
Havill, it appears, collected a fund of 5. -o, 
chiefly from the manufacturers, about the 
time he was fiegotiating with the city author- 
ities for the establishment of the examining 
commission. William Selig, president of the 
Selig Polyscope company; George 2 
0 
the Essanay company, gave him 8100 piece. 
These are the Chicago members of the aggre- 
gation of interests that controls the moving 
picture business in America. 

Havill admits obtaining commissions from 
manufacturers and dealers and asserts his 
right to recommend machines to purchasers 
and collect commissions outside of his duties 
as a municipa) official. 

Good Profit for Havill. 

In addition to handling the money obtained 
from the manufacturers, Havill takes in the 
$25 dues paid by operators to become mem- 
bers of the union of which he ts president 


4 business agent. Then on the side also 


he sells moving picture machine supplies and 
5 cent theater appurtenances. Ih spite of 
these multifarious financial affiliations with 
‘the manufacturers on the one side and the 
operators on the other, Hdvill says he is 
able to discharge his duty impartially as a 
city official appointed to protect life and 
property in the 5 cent amusement places.

Information Sent to Senator Hale.

3 Land Company Involved.

is nothing more nor less than the first step 
toward the impeachment of the president 
His action as chief executive can be assailed 
by congress in only one way, and that is by 


impeachment proceedings. — 


The sole right to impeach the president or 


any othee officer is given to the house of. 


representatives by the constitution of the 
‘United States. The same sacred document 
imposes upon the senate the duty of trying 
the cases of persons who have been im- 
peached by the house of representatives. 
Mr. Culberson's resolution, therefore, asks 
the judiciary committee of the senate to re- 
port whether the president was “authorized” 
to do certain acts. If he was not so authorized 
he, of course, would be subject to impeach- 
ment for having violated his oath of office. 
In that case the senate, including every 
member of the judiciary committee, would 
be required to sit as judges on the impeach.- 
ment trial. 

The extraordinary situation is therefore 
presented of a Democratic senator devoted 
to the constitution by tradition, if not by 
practice, asking the judiciary committee of 
the senate to usurp the prerogatives of the 
house of representatives, which has the sole 
right of impeachment or of calling into ques- 
tion the acts of any officer of the republic. 


Not Likely to Be Considered, 

In the second place, the CWlberson resolu- 
tion proposes to make the judiciary com- 
mittee the prosecutor and then subsequently 
expect its members to act as judges in a 
case in which they had already acted as 
grand jurors. The situation is almost absurd 
on its face and it is not likely that any such 
resolution will be given serious consicera- 
tion by the senate. 

There is no law and there can be none which 
would give congress the power to direct the 
president of the United States how he sh&ll 
perform his duty. There is no law and there 
can be none which will compel him to furnish 
information to congress unless he sees fit. 
He is responsible solely to the people. He 
may be punished after impeachment by the 
house and conviction by the senate, but in 
no other way whatsoever. 

President Cleveland and other Democratic 
executives frequently refused. to give infor- 
mation to congress, and forbade their cabinet 
officers to give it. The right of the presi- 
dent to conduct the executive department as 
long as he does it within the general law is 
unquestioned. Congress cannot compel him 
to appoint a particular man to any place of 
honor or profit under the government. Con- 

cannot remove an official by law. Ags 
it has not the right of removal, of course it 
cannot compel obedience to a mere resolution 
of inquiry, passed by one branch of congress 
but not by the other, and of course not ap- 
proved by the president, as al) laws must be. 


Snub from President Legal. 

President Reosevelt was entirely within his 
rights in snubbing Senator Culberson in the 
first place. The resolution in its original 
form was as nonsensical as the absurd politi- 
eal charges regarding an alleged deal in 
Panama canal stock. If the purchase of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron securities by the 
United States Steel corporation was a viola- 
tion of law there are plenty of means by 
which court proceedings could have been in- 
stituted without appealing to the president of 
the United States. 

Any person who was injured by the trans- 
fer, if it was conducted illegally, could have 
his day in court. Eyen the state laws of 
Tennessee had a bearing on the transaction. 
As ig clearly shown by the president's mes- 


‘sage itself, he took no affirmative action 


whatsoever except to urge the steel officials 
to make the transfer on the theory that it 
was not in viofation of law according to the 
opinion of the attorney general. 

Since the original transaction was consum- 
mated in November, 1907, since which time 
Senator Culberson seems to have been in a 
comatose conditidn, no evidence has been 
presented to the department of justice by 
anybody tending to show that the purchase 
of Tennessee Coal aad Iron securities was 
in any way a violatiog of the anti-trust law, 
which concerns interstate business only, and 
which is limited to the prohibition of acts 
in restraint of trade. 


Courts Open for Petition. 

The original transaction has not been. 
barred by the statute of limitations, and if 
there is any violation of law, Senator Culber- 
son or his associates are at liberty now in. 
person or by an attorney to present the facts 
to any federal district attorney having juris~ 
diction of the case. 

There has been no presentation of such 
facts, there has been no satisfactory appeal 
by any one to the government to institute 
criminal prosecution, and, so far as known, 
the first step im this direction was the re- 
markable resolution introduced in the senate 
by Mr. Culberson of Texas fourteen monthe 
after the transaction was completed, the 
money paid, the banks saved, and a still 
greater financial crash averted.

Lived in Atlanta for Fifty Years Under 
Assumed Name, Supposedly Out of 
Respect for Father’s Feelings. 


Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 7.—A sensation was 
created here today by the publication of a 
story that a former well known Atlanta 
business man who had lived here fifty years 
and who died on Sept. 20 last under the 
name of Charles A. Howard, was George 
H. Busby, the long lost son of Thomas Busby 
of Port Huron, Mich. 

Walter T. and Charles E. Busby of Port 
Huron arrived here this week and today 
positively identified the supposed Charles 
A. Howard as their brother. For a number 
of years, up to 1807, the relatives of the dead 
man corresponded with him. 

Hie brothers. state that their father was 
devoutly religious and was opposed to the- 
aters, and it is their opinion that George H. 
Busby, out of respect for this feeling, 
assumed the name Howard when he entered 
the theatrical business here.

Capt. Erb was confidential man of Israel 
W. Durham, Republican leader of Philadel- 
phia. His wife was a well known horse-. 
woman, having ridden to hounds in many ex- 
peditions in the country surrounding Phila- 
deiphia. The Erbs had a town house and a 
country estate called Red Gadbles in 
Delaware county, near Philadelphia. They 
frequently quarreled, and in these family 
jars Mre. Beisel, who worked in a book bind- 
ery in Philadelphia and whose husband was 
a railroader, always sided with her sister. 

The latter’s husband had forbidden mrs. 
Beisel to enter his home. On the night of 
Oct. 6 Capt. Erb quarreled with hie wife, and 
she telephoned for Mrs. Beisel. The tragedy 
followed, the women testifying that Erb was 
the aggressor, and his own revolver was used

An equaly important fact is that the eom-

Two 
choruses and two orchestras instead of one 
each are now on the pay roll. ; 

There are high priced singers, too, who 
stand ready to appear, but seldom are called. 
In some instances they appear so rarely that 
the public is not even familiar with their 
names. 

In connection with the examination into 
the Metropolitan finances, it is an important 
fact that, through a contract made with 
Emil Ledner of Berlin, every foreign engage- 
ment, whether the artist be singer, instru- 
mentalist, chorister, or conductor, must be 


made through this agent. This contract, 


which runs until 1911, provides that 5 per cent 
of the salaries of artists shall be deducted 
and turned over to Ledner. 
Some idea of the amount involved in the 
matter of fees may be had when it is re- 
membered that many of the singers are paid 
anywhere from $250 to $2,000 a performance, 
and that they sing, or are paid to sing, from 
twenty to fifty times during the season.

Rev. P. J. Muldoon, bishop of Rockford, was 
the guest of honor at a reception and ban- 
quet given at the armory tonight by. the 
Rockford council, Knights of Columbus. 
Five hundred persons were present. It was 
the ninth anniversary of the institution of 
the council.
